Philadelphia, March 9.— Six persons, 
including a young girl, were wounded 
by bullets fired by a party of alleged 
strikebreakers who rode w ildly up and 
down Frankford avenue in a trolley 
car and shot into 
the crowds 
that 
lined the sidewalks. 
After one of the most uneventful 
days since the beginning of the strike 
the stoning of cars was renewed at 
night along 
Frankford 
avenue, the 
principal thoroughfare in the mill dis­ 
trict in the northeast. 
A stone thrown by one of the crowd 
injured 
a strikebreaking 
motorman. 
Infuriated at this a crowd of about 
fifteen of his comrades took out a car, 
all of the windows of which they 
broke with their clubs. 
As the car 
loaded with armed strikebreakers sped 
down Frankford avenue bullets were 
rained at the jeering crowd. 
Policeman Bragg, who was standing 
on the sidewalk, received a bullet in 
his helmet about an inch above his 
head. 
Young Girl Wounded. 


Helen May, aged 
fourteen 
years, 
was struck in the leg by a bullet. 
John Maloney, aged eighteen years, 
and Michael Osborn, aged twenty-four 
years, were also shot in the legs and 
Frank 
Brom iley, 
aged 
twenty-three 
years, received a bullet in the foot. 
Those wounded were removed to a 
hospital. 
Two other injured were taken to 
their homes. 
After reaching 
Allegheny 
avenue 
the car was switched to tile north­ 
bound track by its crew and the dash 
back to the barn began. 
So swiftly 
was it driven that before the crowd 
realized that it was coming back it 
had sped past them and into the barn 
again. 
The shooting of inoffensive bystand­ 
ers w o r k e d the crowds to a high pitch 
of excitement and as other cars came 
down the street the mob proceded to 
wreck them, in several instances leav­ 
ing only the 
trucks on 
the rails. 
About a dozen arrests were made. 
There wen* a few minor outbreaks

night.

W ic k e r h a m W ill Be Astonished at 


the Change Made in Their Measure 


When It Comes From the Hands of 


the House Committee. 


Washington, March 9.— The presi­ 
dent and the attorney general will 
hardly recognize

creation of a court of commerce and 
amendments to the Interstate com­ 
merce law when it comes from the 
hands of the house committee on in­ 
terstate 
and 
foreign commerce, ac­ 
cording to the guarded reports seep­ 
ing from the committee room, where 
the administration measure is being 
amended in executive session. 
Besides th** important amendments 
to the bill previously cited it is now 
learned many others have been made 
of almost equal significance and oth­ 
ers still are contemplated. 
One of the 
changes that is apt to be specially 
resented by the administration great­ 
ly modifies the original provision of 
the bill taking out of the hands of the 
interstate commerce commission the 
power to defend in the courts its or­ 
ders when attacked by the railroads 
and to prosecute other suits growing 
out of the duties, of the commission 
and transferring all these powers and 
duties to the department of justice. 


Would Delay Proceedings.

managers’ association, said 
in 
Chicago: 
“I can see no reason for 
alarm conc* m ing this situation, as th** 
brotherhood is an intelligent class of 
men and it is not likely that, when an 
arbitration case just settled has given 
one class of organized labor improved 
working condition and shorter hours, 
the firemen are going to reject the 
managers’ proposition to arbitrate un­ 
der a government law which was put 
through at th** instigation of organized 
labor. 
The managers expect to meet 
the firemen's committee na agreed up­ 
on thirty days ago, and we look for 
nothing but an amicable adjustment 
of all differences.”
